LOCAL COMMITTEE AS GUIDES 


PRESIDENT CARTER ON NATION- 
AL COMMISSIONERS’ ATTITUDE. 


They Have No Prejudices, He Says, 
and the World’s Fair Executive 
Committee Should Furnish 
Convincing Facts. 


The national World's Fair commission 
inspected the Forest Park site, which was 
selected by the directors of the local com- 
Eicis: Tuesday, with a view to its ap- 
hugh Wednesday morning. 


The start was made from in front of the 
Southern Hotel at 9:30 o'clock.

How the Wreck 
Was Caused. 

Two sections of train No. 3—one coming 
from Detroit and the other from Toledo, 
were consolidated in this city into a train 
of 11 cars; making up the fiyer for its 


journey to St. Louis. It consisted of a 
combination baggage and express, combi- 
nation baggage and smoker, day coach, 
emigrant coach, three chair cars, three 
sleepers and the bg 3 car of General 
, Superintendent William Cotter of the Iron 
Mountain Railway. Having left this city 
one hour late, the train was speeding west- 
ward at a high rate, when, at a point nine 
miles west, the engine plunged through a 
trestle which had been undermined by the 
recent heavy rains. 

The embankment on both sides of the 
little stream dropped at a sharp degree a 
Gistance of 40 feet. Owing to the momen- 
tum of the trafn the engine appeared to 
leap nearly across thé abyss, plunged into 
the soft earth on the opposite side and fell 
back to the bottom. Engineer Butler and 
Firemen Adams were thrown from the 
cab, but were not seriously hurt. The ex- 
press car and the first chair car were tele- 
scoped. The emigrant car, followed by two 
chair cars, went down on the left side of 
the track and the first sleeper pitched for- 
ward-upon the mass of debris. Its win- 
dows and trucks were broken. but none of 
the occupants was injured. The remaining 
cars also left their trucks, but were not 
badly damaged. 

It was in the emigrant and day coaches 
that most of the deaths and injuries oc- 
curred. 

Heavy follage lined the banks on both 
sides of the culvert, the approach to which 
Wes over a “reverse curve.”’ 

There was absolutely no means by which 
the engine crew could see the impending 
danger. In fact, the engine ran out upon 
the trestle before the structure gave way. 
The night was intenstly dark. For a few 
minutes after the fatal plunge and dreadful 


roar of crashing timbers a deathlike still- | 


ness prevailed, which was only broken by 
the cries of the injured. 


Dead and Injured 
Soon Removed. 

Trainmen caught up their lanterns and 
rushed to the neighboring farmhouses for 
assistance. The farmers, with their wives 
and children bearing torches, rushed to the 
scene and all efforts Were bent to giving 


first to the injured. 

Telephone messages were dispatched to 
this city and every physician was hurr™dly 
taken to a special train which carried them 
to the scene. The injured were placed 
aboard the cars and brought to the generai 
hospital in this city, where everything pos- 
ag was done to ameliorate their condi- 

on, 

Many operations were necessary, the 
most notable of which was the one per- 
formed on John Williamson, the news 
agent, a lad of 14 years. Both of the boy's 
arms, both his legs and the right shoulder 
blade were broken. Under the surgeon's 
knife the lad bore up wonderfully and muy 

recover. 

For a time after the rescuers reached the 
gcene of the wreck litfle could be done in 
the way of removing the wreck.

Carter said to the Post-Dispatch: 

“Pursuant to notice telegraphed some 
days ago, the members of the National 
Commission will meet at noor today. A 
full attendance is expected. 

“The important business of the meeting 
will be the examination of sites for the 
exposition and the approval of a site, which 
seems to the commission as worthy of ap- 
proval. 

“TT have no opinion to express as to what 
site the majority of the commission will 
approve. The questions of water supply, 
sewerage, transportation and kindred ele- 
mentary wants will, of course, have to be 
considered. As far as I am advised no 
member of the commission has any bias 
or prejudice for or against any site. 

‘‘Tbe local company will make the matter 
of investigating quite simple by submitting 
all facts and figures heretofore collated 
with reference to the respective sites. 

“We go out this morning with members 
of the exposition company to look over 
Forest Park site, expecting to return to 
hold a meeting called for at 12 o'clock. 
We are ali impressed with the destrability 
of reaching a conclusion quickly, as the 
time is limited and every day will be found 
precious, as the first of May, 1903, ap- 
preaches. - 
“The matter of accepting the invitation 
of the exposition company to attend the 
exercises at Buffalo on or about July 2 will 
be taken up by the commission at its first 
meeting.’’ 
Commissioner Glynn of Albany, N. Y., 
said he expected the commission to be in 
session several days. 

“I do not know whether we will inspect 
other sites besides that selected by 
local company or not,”’ he sai We

Arriving at the park, the party was met 
by ParkkKeeper W. Lamar, -who piloted 
them through that portion comprising the 
World’s Fair site in his buggy. 

The local directors were distributed 
among the carriages occupled by members 
of the national commission in such manner 
as to serve as guides. 

The Lindell drive, through the golf links 
and athletic grounds, was followed as far 
as Fairview Hill, where a fine view of the 
city and park was had. 

The line of carriages was then turned 
into the Washington drive, following the 
top ‘of the high ridge, shaped like a horse- 
shoe, which forms ehe backbone of the 


nark. 

At the southwest corner of the park, 
where the Skinker road and Southwest 
drive intersect, the party dismounted and 
examined maps in the shade. This is the 
hiehest point in the park. 

The route then followed the Clayton road, 
south of the park, along the ground that 
is expected to be used as railway terminals. 

Returning, the territory west of the park, 
which may also be taken as part of the 
site, was inspected. The party took in 
Lookout point, from which the finest view 
in ‘Forest Park is afforded, the new Wash- 
ington University site and finally repaired 
to the Cottage, where luncheon awaited 
them.

HEADQUARTERS TO CLOSE 


Street Department Will Discontinue 
Use of Four Buildings in the 
Various Districts. 


Street Commissioner Varrelmann has de- 
cided to abandon the use of the four build- 
ings maintained by the street department 
as headquarters for district work. The 
buildings are located at 2732 Arsenal street, 
2322 Clark avenue, 1911 Wash street and 3704 
North Grand avenue. 

The decision to close the district head- 
quarters. is due to the abandonment of 
street cleaning and repair work in the va- 
rious districts, for which no provision ts 
made in the annual appropriation bill. The 
order will go into effect as soon as the bill 
is passed and approved. 

The building on Clark avenue belongs to 


the city. The others are rented, and the 
city will save $75 a month by their aband- 
onment. The salaries of four clerks whose 
principal duty of late has been to guard 
the city’s property in these buildings will 
also be discontinued, and the city property 
will be stored in the asphalt repair plant 
on Duncan avenue. 

Aside from the abandonment of the four 
bulldings and the discharge of the. four 
clerks, Mr. Varrelmann says no further 
cute can be made in his department. His 
office force, as at present constituted, he 
says, will be needed for clerical work con-

PASSENGERS NUMBERED 500 


LUSITANIA WENT ASHORE DUBR- 
ING A DENSE FOG. 


Stuck Fast Near Cape Race and It Is 
Feared She Will Go to Pieces— 
Twenty Passengers May 
Be Lost. 


ST. JOHNS, N. F., June 26.—The Orient 
Steam Navigation Co.’s steamer Lusi- 
tania, Capt. McNay, from Liverpool, June 
18, for Montreal, having 500 passengers on 
board, was wrecked last night off Cape 


Bollard. 
The Lusitania- was bound round Cape 


Race for Montreal, with a large cargo and 
a shipload of passengers. She mistook her 
course in a dense fog and went ashore near 
Renews, 20 miles north of Cape Race, be- 


fore daybreak. 
The ship ran over a reef and hangs 
against a cliff. The passengers, who are 


mostly emigrants, were panic-stricken. 
They stampeded and fought for the boats, 
but were overcome by the officers and crew. 
The rougher eleemnt among the passengers 
used knives. 

The women and children were first landed 
and the men followed. The crew stood by 
the ship. A heavy sea was running, but at 
latest advices the Lusitania was holding 
her own. It is thought likely, however, that 
she will prove a total wreck. 

The disaster occurred miles from. the 
mearest telegraph station and the details 
obtainable at this time are meager. Sev- 
eral steamers are fitting out here to go to 
the scene of the wreck. It is expected that 
the large cargo of the Lusitania will be 
salvaged. 

As this dispatch is being sent an uncon- 
firmed report has reached here that a boat- 
load of people from the Lusitania was up- 

- get and that 20 persons were drowned. 
The Lusitania was built at LAverpool by 
ird Bros, in 1871. She is 379 feet 9 inches 
ng, has 41 feet 3 inches beam and is 
feet 7 inches deep.

It Has Increased With the Philippines | 


and Decreased With Africa. 
WASHINGTON, June 26.—An interesting 
report showing the effect of the wars in 
South Africa, the Philippines and China on 
the German export trade for the past few 
years has been received at the state de- 
partment from Consul Kehl at Stettin. 
Germany's exports to the Transvaal fell 
off nearly $2,500,000 in 1900, as compared with 
1899. On the other hand, her exports to the 
Philippines increased from $642,600 in 1899 
to $1, in 1900. Her trade with China 
also showed a slight increase in 1900 over 
the preceding’ year. In exports to Cape 
Town the statisticae showed an increase in 
1900 as compared with 1899 of about $300,- 
000, and a decrease of about the same pro- 
portion aa compared with 1898.

Convention holds mankind In chains of iron: Old customs, 
no matter how useless, or absurd, or oppressive, prevail long 
after their uselessness, absurdity or oppressiveness is recog- 
nized.

A combination of habit, cowardice and prejudic: constitutes 
a barrier to innovation. 

Now there is the man’s shirtwaist, or whatever the garment 
inay be called which supplies the place of coat and vest and 
shirt.

CITY LIGHTING BILL IS A LAW 


Mayor Believed the Time Too Short, 
but Delegates Recorded Their Love 
of Municipal Ownership. 


Mayor Wells returned to the House of 
Delegates Tuesday night without his ap- 
proval the two bills for municipal electric 
lighting plants at the City Hall and Iin- 
sane Asylum. 

His action in vetoing the bills was caused 
by the discovery that sufficient time for the 
installation of the plants would not remain 
after the letting of the conracts. The 


House passed the bills over his veto. 

In the message accompanying his veto 
the mayor expressed great regret that the 
shortness of time remaining before the ex- 
piration of the present contract had com- 
pelled the abandonment of the project for 
municipal lighting. 

‘It is most desirable,” says the mayor, 

“that the city should acquire its own elec- 
tric plant, not only for the Nghting of its 
public buildings, but also its streets, al- 
leys and public places. It is therefore a 
source of much disappointment to me that 
in the conscientious discharge of my duty, 
and for purely practical reasons, I must 
withhold my signature, which would make 
these bills valid ordinances."’ 

The mayor pointed out in his communica- 
tion that at. least one month after the ap- 
proval of the ordinance must elapse be- 
fore the execution of the contract could 
be undertaken. Only one more month 
would then remain for the installation of 
the plant. This time, the mayor says, 
would be so brief that the completion of 
the work would be impossible and the 
city buildings would be left in darkness by 
the expiration of the city contract. 

The mayor suggested that legislation 
could be passed after Sept. 1 for the in- 
stallation of municipal plants to furnish 
light for the vear commencing Sept. 1, 1992. 
In this wer: he said, ample time would be 
given for the execution of the contract, and 
the city would be sure to secure its own 
plant at a reasonable figure in time to 
commence its operation next year. 

When the mayor's message reached the 
House Speaker Cronin ordered a vote on 
the question, “Shall the mayor's veto be 
sustained ?’’ 

All the members present except Mr. Reiss 
voted in the negative. Their votes. the 
members explained, were cast not as a 
criticism on the mayor, but to give em- 
phasis to their belief in municipal owner- 
ship 

A second message the ae & veto was 
sent. by the mayor to the e in return- 
ing the bill for the increa of the force 
of janitors at the City Hall. The mayor 
ointed out that the wages of assistant 
anitors at the City Hall are at present 
higher than those at the Four Courts and 
Courthouse. 

He sent with his veto the draft of a bill 
providing for the employment of 12 jani- 
tors in the City Hall at $20 per month each. 

The House voted to pass the janitor bill 
over the mayor’s veto. The salary of as- 
sistant janitors, as provided in the bill, 
is per month.

“Our instructions are,” said Mr. wages 
one of the firm, ‘“‘simply to design a yac at 
that will have about that length of water 
line.

She 
will ,of course, be buil in this country, and 
will resemble in. some paapeces the Yampa, 
which was renamed the Induna when she 

was bought by the Emperor.” 

In ety to the question whether the boat 
was to be for racing, Mr. Barber said: 

“T do not know the difference between & 
racing yacht and a pleasure yacht. I sup- 
pose she will be raced if the Kaiser wishes 
to enter her in any regatta. Of course, 
our effort will be to produce a fast boat 
which, when stripped for racing, will be 
able to move through the water at good 
speed.”’ 

The Induna, which was originally named 
the Yampa, was built in 1887 at Wilming- 
ton, Del., and was purchased by the Kaiser 
in 1897. Some of her dimensions are: Length 
over all, 131 feet; length of water line, 110 
feet; breadth of beam, 27 feet; depth of 
hold, 13 feet, 6 inches; gross tonnage, 
170.31; net tonnage, 161.80; square sail yards, 


56 feet.

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MRS. CORBETT HELD HIM AS HOS- 
TAGE FOR HER MONEY. 


SHE HAD BOUGHT ONE FOR $60 


The Animal Proved Unsatisfactory and 
She Took Another, to Compel 
Owner to Return Her Money. 


To secure the return of money which she 
had paid for an unsatisfactory horse, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Corbett of 2725 Dayton street vis- 
ited. the stablef rom which the animal had 
been purchased .and led another horse 
away. 

Not until the price of the first horse, 
with $5 deducted, had been paid to her, 
did Mrs. Corbett restore the second horse 
to its.owner, John Chasnick of 1322 North 
High street. 

Herman Vogel, an employe of Chasnick’s 


stable, who made the original trade with 
Mrs. Corbett, waseliminated from the sit- 
uation before the final settlement of the 
difficulty. Mr. Chasnick discharged him 
before he had refunded his customer's 
money, 

Mrs. Corbett purchased from Vogel last 
Saturday a horse belonging to his em- 
ployer. She says that he told her the pur- 
chase price, $60, would be refunded if the 
animal did not prove satisfactory. 

Mrs. Corbett tried the horse Sunday, and 
made a final test of his paces Monday 
morning. She concluded that, whatever 
merits the animal might possess, he was 
not suited to the needs of her family, and 
datermined to take advantage of the re- 
funding clause in her verbal agreement 
with Vogel. 

Pat Murphy, a general choreman in the 
Dayton street neighbor1ivod, led the horse 
from Mrs. Corbett’s home Monday after- 
noon, and Mrs. Corbett kept within sight 
of the man and the animal! until the corner 
nearest the stable was reached. Then she 
took personal charge of the halter and 
led the animal to the stable door. 

Vogel was within the stable. When Mrs. 
Corbett presented her request for the re- 
turn of her $60 he laughed merrily. Then 
he grew more serious and reminded Mrs 
Corbett that a bargain was a bargain. 

And it was part of the bargain that 
you were to take the horse back if I didn’t 
like him,” the woman rejoined. 

Vogel could not remember that anything 
had been said about a possible return of 
the money paid for the horse. He told 
Mrs. Corbett not to bother him any more, 
and went indoors, leaving the woman hold- 
ing the horse in the stable door. 


Led Another 
Horse Away. 

Three horses were standing in stalls in 
the stable. Mrs. Corbett recognized one of 
them as an animal which Vogel had tried 
to sell to her. Without hesitation she un- 


tied the horse’s rope and led him away 
with the horse which she had brought to 
the stable. 

A group of boys In the alley heard the 
dispute and saw the abduction of the 
horse, but they made no haste to tell 
Vogel what had happened, and Mrs. Cor- 
bett and Murphy were well on their way 
out O'Fallon street with the two animals 
before the second horse was missed. 
When Vogel learned that the horse had 
been kidnaped, he hitched up and started 
for Mrs. Corbett’s home. On the way he 
met Mrs.- Corbett, who was returning to 
tell him that he would get both the horses 
when he paid her $60, and that he would 
get neither of them before this was done. 
“I'll send a policeman out to your house 
and get those horses,’’ said the dealer. 
“They aren’t at my house,”’ the woman 
replied. ‘‘They’re in a livery stable, where 
you won't find them.”’ 

Vogel went to the Dayton street police 
station and Mrs. Corbett followed him. 
Both stated their case and Vogel was in- 
nal mt a by the police that nothing could be 
done. 

“Then I'll get a warrant,” said the horse- 


man. 
“Go ahead and get it,’’ Mrs. Corbett ad- 
his stable 


vised him. 

When Chaspick returned to 
Monday night and inquired for the missing 
horse, Vogel told him of the incident of 
the afternoon. 

Chasnick heard what Vogel had to say 
about the case. Then he questioned the 
boys who had heard the controversy from 
the alley. The result of his investigations 
was that Vogel was discharged and that 
his employer took the settlement of the 
trouble into his own hands. 

Chasnick visited Mrs. Corbett Tuesday, 
and after hearing her account of the tran- 
saction with Vogel, to which she brought 
witnesses, Offered to pav her $55 if she 
would give up both the horses. Mrs. Cor- 
bett took the money and told Chasnick 
where to go for the animals. Both were 
returned to the stable on High street and 
peace again reigns. 

“I am _ satisfied,’’ said Mrs. Corbett to 
the Post-Dispatch. ‘‘I never took the sec- 
ond horse to keep. I just borrowed it 
until he should see fit to keep his agree- 
ment and return me the money for the 
first horse. And he would never have got 
his horses unless I had got my money 
back.’”’ : 

“I don’t know what agreement ‘Vogel 
made with Mrs. Corbett,’’ said Chasnick, 
“but she said she had witnesses to the 
bargain, and I couldn't depend on what he 
said, so I hate fired him and settled with 
her. If I had made the deal with her in 
the first place there would have been no 
trouble. I don’t think she did right to 
come and take a horse out of my stable, 
POP ocean suppose she meant any harm 
yy it.

JVEPFERSON CITY, Mo., June 26.—The 
Missouri Board of Railroad Commissioners 
arnmounced this morning that they would 
investigate the proposed consolidation of 
the St. Louis & San Francisco and the Kan- 
gas City, Fort Scott & Memphis railroads, 
and issued the following order directing 
President B. F. Yoakum of the ‘Frisco 
and President B. L. Winchell of the Mem- 
phis to appear before the board here on 
next Tuesday, July 2, and answer questions 
concerning the consolidation:

PETER L. FOY DIED TODAY 


as an Editor. 


Peter L. Foy, 87 years old, who was post- 
master of St. Louis during the civil war, 
died at 9:30 o'clock Wednesday morning at 
his home, 3617 Lindell boulevard, after an 
illness of two weeks. 

Heart failure was the immediate cause 


of death, although the illness of the. past 
two weeks has been kidney trouble. 

The deceased was a native of the Coun- 
ty of Mayo, Ireland. He came to St. Louis 
during the 50’s and became editor of the 
Missouri Democrat. 

This position he continued to hold until 
the opening of the civil war. when he was 
appointed postmaster of St. Louis by Presi- 
dent Lincoln. 

He served as postmaster until 1865 when 
he re-entered newspaper work as the editor 
of the St. Louis Dispatch. 

After he retired from this position he 
never entered active life. Most of his time 
has been spent in traveling. 

His widow was Mrs. Elizabeth Chouteau 
before her marriage to him. Her maiden 
name was Christy. She and two children 
survive him. The children are Mrs. R. 
Benoist and Julius L. Foy. 


PRISONERS HAVE ICE WATER. 


Jailer Huebler’s Charges Enjoy Many 
Hot Weather Advantages. 
Probably no Anstitution in St. Louis is 
better prepared for the hot weather than 

the city jail. 

In it are confined 154 prisoners, and as 
proof of the good health that prevails 
among the prisoners Jailer Huebler cites 
the fact that his drug bill for the month 
of May amounted to $8.30, a smaller amount 
than was expended in any other city ins- 
titution, 

During the heated term Jailer Huebler 
has, in a measure, relaxed some of the 
rules. During the entire day the prisoners 
are allowed to remain outside of their cells. 
hey are not given the privilege of the floor 
at all hours, but they are not forced to re- 


|} main on the inside of their stuffy cells until 


the signal to retire for the night is given. 

The cells are built in tiers, three high. 
The prisoners who occupy cells on the 
ground floor are permitted to sit on the 
The 
prisoners on the second and third floors 
are permitted to remain on the iron area- 
way in front of their cells. This practical- 
ly permits them to be in one immense room 
that covers an acre or more and which {is 
covered with a roof 50 feet high. 

There is always a circulation of air in 
this great room, as there are immense 
windows on all four sides. The tempera- 
ture is always from two to four degrees 
cooler in the jail yard than in any other 
part of the Four Courts premises. 

The prisoners are supplied bountifully 
with ice water. Three boys are constantly 
employed in passing ice water to the pris- 
oners as late as 10 o'clock at night.

CONTRACTORS HURRYING THE ST. 
LOUIS VALLEY RAILROAD. 


ITS LENGTH IS 152 MILES 


This New Road Is Regarded by East 
St. Louisans as a Valuable Ad- 
dition to Their Shipping 
Facilities. 


Three hundred teams and 900 men were 
put to work in Monroe County, Tlinois, 


Monday grading and laying steel for a 
new railroad that is to eriter East Bt. 
Louis. It js being built by the St. Louis 
Valley Railroad Co., composed of local pro- 


moters. 

It is claimed that the Goulds are back of 
the enterprise and financeering it. 

The route extends from East St. Louis to 
East Cape Girardeau, Ill., where it is de- 
signed to connect with the Cotton Belt 
route and furnish a direct outlet for the 
southern markets to northern, eastern and 
western points through the 2% roads now 
centering in East St. Louis. 

The line will be 152 miles in length. It will 
pass through Cahokia, East Carondelet, Co- 
lumbia, Prairie du Rocher, Chester and 
Rockwood, which will constitute the north- 
ern division. 

From Rockwood the line will run to East 
Cape Girardeau, the southern division. A 
bridge will be built across the Mississippl 
at ebes, Ill., to establish connections 
with Missouri lines. 

A survey of practically the same route 
was completed April 21 for the construction 
of a line by the Southern Illinois Connect- 
ing Co., which, it is said, sold out its in- 
terests and right of way to the St. Louis 
Valley Railroad Co. The latter will com- 
plete the road at once. 

Incorporators informed the.Post-Dispatch 
that cars would be running on the new line 
before the spring of 1902. W. E. Guy of St. 
Louis is president of the company. George 
H. West, general counsel of the Cotton 
Belt, and Col. 8. W. Fordyce of St. Louis 
are stockholders. 

V. 8. Forman of East St. Louis is coun- 
sel for the company. 

The primary object of the road’s con- 
struction is to handle the cotton traffic of 
the South. At present it is transferred 
from the Cotton Belt line at East Cape 
Girardeau to the Illinois Central. The new 
line will be a connecting link with all the 
roads centering in East St. Louis. It will 
enter the latter city at Denverside, where 
it will strike the new Belt Line and reach 
the eopete and yards by its tracks. 

Chie Engineer Hanson arrived in East 
‘St. Louis Tuesday afternoon and will be- 
gin at once the work of grading at that 
end of the line. 

Mr. Forman informed the Post-Dispatch 
Wednesday that the construction force 
would be doubled all afong the route this 
week, to expedite the building. The new 
service is looked upon by the citizens of 
East St. Louis as an important acquisition 
to its transportation and shipping facili-
